The Marquis concluded his fpeech with noticing, that 
part of the King’s fpeech which recommends the Union 
with Ireland, and faid, that, from his experience, he 
was convinced it was the only falve for the wounds of 
that country. 

Lord Amnerst feconded the Addrefs. He faid, 
the fpeech he had jult heard anticipated. all the topics 
which: had occurred to him, which were alfo impreffed 
with much weight and-eldquence. It was ncedlefs for 
him to obferve, that one who had fo eminently contri- 
buted to raife the militia eftablifhment to its prefent 
itate, as the Noble Lord had, would be incapable of 
recommending any thing to degrade it. Leaving, there- 
fore, thefe confiderations, lte would endeavour to ob- 
viate fuch objections as might be urged again£ a, further 
extention of the militia to foreign fervice. The firft 
refpected the means of defence for the kingdom. Our 
firft obje&t was to endeavour to hold out as long as 
France fhould. But though the duration of the ‘war 
was the grand point for confideration, yet if an oppor- 
tunity offered of terminating it by a great temporary ef- 
fort, he thought we fhould not hefitate to depart from 
our fettled fyftem, in order to obtain {> valuable an ob: 
ject. That opportunity he conceived the prefent {tate 
of France prefented, and that it would be bad policy to 
decline it. 

The fecond. objection that might be urged, was the 
impolicy of ioterfering in continental wars. If it w 
meant by this, that our interefts could not be fo implica- 
cated with thofe of the European ftates, that any cafe 
could occur in which our interference could be politic, 
our hiftory.was a contradiétion of fuch an affertion.. In- 
terference id fome cafes then being admitred, how were 
we to draw the line, and who could judge fo well of 
the times-when prudent fo to interfere, as thofe whofe 
fituation gave them the be(t information? His Lordthip 
then took a view of all the great exertions which we 
had made in the courf= of the war, and afked if any 
man could have conceived they would have proved fo 
great, if he had been told fo when they’ were firft pro- 
pofed ? In like manner it would be impoffible to afcer- 
tain, at prefent, the benefit to refiilt from the meafure 
recommended from the throne. His Lordfhip conclu 
ded with giving his hearty affent to the addrefs. 

Lord Romney rofe, not to oppofe the addrefs, not 
yet the principle fuggefted by Minilters, of conftitvting 
the militia as an. embodied and permanently regular 
force, but to fhew that any meafure of this nature would 
be a bold infringement upon the coniticuion. ‘The old 
militia’ were the regular and legal puardians of the na- 
tion’s peace, for that they were inftituted, and any in- 
novation upon that original inftitution would be an inno- 
vation on the chartered rights of Englifhmen. It was 
otherwife with regard to the fupplementary militia, they 
were raifed for exigencies and emergencies, and were 
thofe fit only to fend away from the country on any ex- 
pedition, ; 

The’ queftion was put, and the addrefs carried nem. 
dis. and the Lords with white ftaves ordered to prefent 
the fame. 

Lord Expon was introduced and took his feat as a 
Peer of Great Britain. 

Logp Grenvitte, after paying’ fome very warm 
compliments to Lord Mornington, Governor-General 
of Bengal, and to the feveral commanders ferving in 
the arm againft Seringapatam, wherein he ft that 
the conqueft of the Myfore country and the downfal of 
the tyrant Tippoo Sultan, proceeded from the ingenious 
politics and wife fyftem of demeanour adopted by that 
Noble Lord ; moved that there be laid before the Houfe 
copies and extraéts of correfpondence between the fe- 
veral Governors ip India, the.Prefidencies there, and 
the Court of Direétors, relative to Tippoo Sultan fince 
the arrival of Lord Mornington in {ndia ;—this he ftat- 
ed was neceflary for fhewing that the merit of the en- 
terpuize refted with Lord Mornington, and that his 
Lordfhip thould be confidered accordingly. 

The motion was agreed to, and the Houfe adjourn- 
ed. 





HOUSE OF COMMONS—September 24. 

Sir Francts Moryneaux, Uther of the Black 
Rod, fummoned the Houfe to attend in the Houfe of 
Peers, whither they proceeded accordingly. 

On their return, the Speaker announced his having 
ifued a writ for Boroughbridge, in the room of Sir 
Jobn Scott, Kot. late Member thereof, now Lord El- 
don, when Sir John Mitford, Sir William Grant, and 
Mr Scott took their refpective feats.

Mr Suaw Lerevrz rofe to move an addrefs to his 
Majelty thereon. He expreffed his inadequacy to un- 
dertake a tafk fo very difficult as this, and felt accor- 
dingly. Were it not that the fatisfaction of feeling how 
glorious the events, and how beneficial the refult of our 
enterprizes at large were to the caufe of human nature, 
that therefore, little was left for him to advance, when 
every circumitance fpoke fo eloquently its own eulogi- 
um. ‘ 

The mighty and formidable prowefs of the allied 
armies in Italy under the renowned Suwarrow, had re- 
feued that diftragéd and tormented country from the 
grafp of French tyranny. Every hour prefented the 
pleafing profpe& of reltoring its fertile plains to its ori- 
ginal tranquillity and freedom. Naples is reftored to 

its lawful lord, and by the. exertions of this country, 
Europe itfelf is likely to be relieved from the galling 
yoke. that difgraced for fo long a period, the eivilized 
world. But when he paid thefe deferved compliments 
to the allied forces, he could not pafs over the opportu- 
nity of paying alfo a juft and merited tribute of applaufe 
to the gallant fpirit of Britith troops in the defeat of Tip- 
poo Sultan, his downfall and the capture of the capital 
ofthe Myfore country. Here the Hon. Gentleman 
» | enumerated the gallant exploits of our Eaft India Com- 
manders, the Wwifdom of the Governor General, Lord 
Mornington, and the bravery of Sir Sidney Smith, by 
whofe unexampled and aftonifhing valour and magnani- 
mity, the vain boafting army of Epypt was rendered a 
fkeleton, and its vain-glorious commander compelled by 
a difhonourable flight, to feek perfonal fafety for himfelt 
and his fhattered and feattered forces. 


General Abercrombie, by whofe co-operation, the zeal 
of Admiral Mitche!l was {upported re effectually, that 
we obtained without a blow the whole Dutch navy. He 
undertook to fhew, that the warlike {pirit of our’ militia 
rendered them beft calculated to enterprizes of great 
moment.

He then noticed the ingenious and gallant conduct of 


fent the nation was burdened with a defenfive force—by 
the meafure to be propofed by Minifters, that expence 
of a defenfive force was to be reduced and converted in- 
to an offenfive force, ‘which alone could be a medium of 
procuring peace for Europe, and good poverment. It 
was well underftood, that 30,000 effective militia was 
fufficient for the prefervation of the country; and he 
thought, with that force, we might be content at home.

THE HAMBURGH MAIL. 

This morning arrived the Hamburgh mail of Wed- 
nefday laft. 

Generals Korfakow and Hotze had a Jong confe- 
rence with Mr Wickham at Zurich, in the night of the 
13th int. in which it is faid, the plan of operations was 
warmly contefted. Suwarrow, it is fuppofed, will di- 
reét the chief operations againft France from the fide 
of Switzerland-or Alface, while the Archduke aéts a- 
gainft Mentz, and the left banks. of the Rhine, fo as 
to maintain a Communication with the Anglo-Ruffians 
in Holland; by which means one continued chain of 
military operations might be formed from the Texel to 
the Gulph of Lyons in the Mediterranean. 

A. Ruffian garrifon now occupies Zurich, and the ar- 
my of the Archduke continues to prefs forward accord. 
ing to the above plan. 

It is eftimated, that in the environs of the Rhine, 
50,000 well-armed peafants will foon co-operate with 
the regular troops of the Rhine army, and that Baron 
d@’Alvini will be the Cardinal Ruffo of the Rhine. 

The following are the German Eftates that have vo- 
ted for the quintuple contingents, and the payment of 
the Roman months—Bavaria, Hoch, and Deutzmci- 
fter, Saltzburg, Wartzbyrg, Strafburp, Augfburgh, 
Ratifbon, Paflaa, Bafle, Liege, Fulda, Stablo, Thurn 
and Taxis, and eleven others not mentioned. 

The Vienna Court Gazette, of the 4th inft. contains

stated at some length, the ground upon which the prosecution 
was brought, and the reasons which induced him to move the 
Court to desert the diet pro loco et tempore-—He observed, that 
the law of this country had wisely enjoined certain solemnities, 
as necessary to constitute a regular marriage, and enforced the 
by severe penalties. ‘That these had, in various in- 
stances, in the course of this century, been imposed, particularly 
a the celebrators of clandestine marriages; and that, no 
farther back than the year 1781, the General Assembly of the 
‘Church had taken this matter under their consideration, and_ 
several resolutions addressed to the clergy respecting the 
ee eenisate of marriages.

stated, that these Missionaries belonged to an Association, 
which, if not strittly illegal, was at least, in its system, princi- 
Jes, and formation, novel and unprecedented in this country, and 
$n its tendency dangerous, not only to the established religion, 
but to the established government of the country. He observed, 
that the very name which this Association assumed, that of 
« A Society for Propagating the Conget at Home,” carried 
~with it a libel on the Established Church, and was an insult to 
‘the morals and the religion of the country. He stated, from a 
“publication in 1798, the plan of the Association, as consisting 
of a Committee of Directors, who corresponded with various 
Societies both in England and Scotland, sent out Missionaries 
all over the country, with districts assigned to them, whose 
business it was to convocate and harangue tbe geople in great 
multitudes, sometimes to the gmount of thousands ; to establish 
schools all over the country; and to report, at stated times, 
their proceedings to the Committee of Directors. That the 
main object of the Society was to. uhite into one body all de- 
scriptions of persons who chose to join them, without, however, 
holding furth any precise or definite object of religious faith. 
in this and’ in a respects, differing widely from any other 
sect or religious establishment, tolerated in this country. He 
showed, from the publication of Mr Haldane’s Tour in 1797 
(which ushered in the Establisment), that his chief object then 
swas to alienate the minds of the people from their established 
pastors, and, in the most arrogant manner, to represent their 
doctrines not only as derogatory from the Gospel, but as sub- 
versive of the first principles of Christianity. ‘That such evi- 
dently was the object and plan of the present Establishment ; 
though in a later publication, it was thought necessary formal- 
ly to disavow this; and, at the same time to enjoin its Mission- 
aries, by-a special instruction, to avoid intruding politics into 
their harangue:; a precaution this, perhaps the more necessa- 
ry, from some former. indiscretions of the members, some of 
them having, as their Publication in 1798 admits, been accused 
of entertaining seditious principles.
